Both were described by friends 
as having decided that the attor­ 
ney generalship will require broth­ 
er Robert’s undivided attention if 
he is to do the kind of job they 
both envision.

This testing program is carried on in the 
high school in order Ilia; all students may profit to the fullest extent 
in his secondary education, Miss Evans is In charge of this group 
testing, assisted by Mr. Patterson, who also does the in;erpretation 
tor the boys,

Beginning in tire spring of the eighth grade, oncoming freshmen 
are given two tests—one in mathematics and one In reading. From 
these tests the students are then properly grouped according to ability 
upon entering high .‘school. Tire reading test can reveal a student 
qualified for the accelerated English classes or one who requires 
remedial work. A freshman can be placed in either general m ath-, 
enratlcs or hr algebra according to his ability as shown by the 
mathematics test.

year receives much vocational and college counseling. At this point in 
his secondary education, a student usually is considering the choice >\ 
of a college; the guidance available from the deans seems valuable 
Here.

oger Kuchs is eight years old. He lives in a small New Jersey town near a rocket 
engine plant where his father, Harry Kuchs, atop rocket expert, is in charge of the 
development and building of the 500,000 horsepower liquid rocket engine which is cur­ 
rently being installed in the X-15 air space craft. Its makers expect it to propel the 
manned X-15 at a record breaking 4,000 miles an hour at an altitude of at least IOO 
miles — faster and higher than man has ever gone before. 
One day recently an excited Roger visited his father at work, at the Thiokol Chemical 
plant, in Denville. It was a visit most lads dream about. For two hours, young Roger 
scampered over the test stands, peered into the exhaust nozzle, watched technicians 
make adjustments in the maze of piping valves and instruments, gaped at men in pro­ 
tective rubber suits and helmets, played with the engine’s throttle in the control room, 
sim ilar to that which the pilot will use. Finally he had his ears stuffed with cotton in 
order that he could stand outside the control blockhouse and hear what 500,000 horse­ 
power sounds like.

Longshoremen

Cuban Cargo 


NEW YORK (A P)—Dock work­ 
ers here have benin a boycott of 
cargoes arriving from or destined 
for Cuba. 
William V. Bradley, president of 
the Internationa! Longshoremen's 
Association, said the boycott was 
the result of a spontaneous deci­ 
sion by the men to refuse to han­ 
dle comm ercial cargoes for ‘'Com­ 
munist countries." 
The first ship hit by the boycott 
was the German-flag freighter Lu- 
ciana. which arrived here from 
Havana. The ILA refused to un­ 
load a shipment of about 200 ton- 
of tobacco, pineapples and w ater­ 
melons. 
E arl J. Smith, vice president 
of Amerind Shipping Corp., which 
chartered the Luciana for Its reg­ 
ular service between New York, 
Cuba and Mexico, said American 
shippers purchased the fruit be­ 
fore it left Cuba and they will be 
the principal lasers from the boy­ 
cott. The m ajor part of the tobac­ 
co shipment was destined to be 
transshipped to England. 
He appealed to the longshore­ 
men to lift the boycott in their 
own interest.

There is evidence that Fidel Cas 
tro deliberately sought to make the 
United States break relations with 
Cuba, and that his provocation in 
this respect grew out of fear and 
desperation. 
The Castro revolution is in trouble. 
It is doubtful whether the Communist 
bloc possesses Hie means and the 
ability to keep the Cuban regime 
above water. 
Castro seems to fear that other 
Latin 
American governments, no 
longer able to abide interference in 
their affairs, axe themselves about 
to call it quits with him. Castro and 
his Communist advisers want to be 
able to say that the United States 
has forced those other governments 
to break relations, that this proves 
U.S. “imperialist” maneuvers and 
bad intentions toward Cuba. He wants 
to use the forthcoming breaks in re­ 
lations as pegs for new agitation 
against existing governments else­ 
where in the Western Hemisphere. 
This is not just speculation. The 
Fidelistas have learned from the 
Communists the technique of ac 
casing an enemy of what one plans 
oneself. A few weeks ago the Castro 
newspaper Revolueion told its read­ 
ers that the United States was plan­ 
ning a new offensive against Cuba 
and was “putting pressure on puppet 
governments of the continent to put 
it into effect.” 
It added: “The four points of this 
plan are as follows: A collective 
break of diplomatic relations with 
Cuba: an economic embargo: estab­ 
lishment of an inter-American police 
force and the creation of a commit­ 
tee to study the political situation in 
Latin-American nations.” 
The Communist bloc is anxious 
for additional excuses to stir up 
popular unrest against existing Latin 
American governments and is intent 
upon using Cuba to full advantage 
while the opportunity still exists to 
do so. Castro has become the creature 
of the Communist bloc because he 
has made his revolutionary govern-

The long-range crisis is more than 
“material,” it also touches the spirit. 
We have slipped into a mood of com­ 
fort and convenience— and disorder. 
We seem to demand above all that liv­ 
ing be fun and that it be easy. 
Thus it is that our young boys, 
raised on the world's fullest diet, find 
themselves outdone by British girls in 
tests of physical prowess. No wonder 
juvenile gangs must attack in the ratio 
of 8 to I. 
In his campaign, President-elect 
Kennedy said he would ask sacrifice of 
the American people. Perhaps no prom­ 
ise he made is more important to keep. 
If this nation is to move on its high 
road of destiny, it must be called to a 
new mood—of hard work, service, ful­ 
fillment of obligation, discipline, order, 
deep caring for what lies beyond one’s 
own door. 
It is already late. The time to start 
is now, January, 1961. 


Crisis and near-crisis have been the 
rule for the United States and the world 
almost continuously since World War 


In that 15-year span the earth has 
in many ways been made over by the 
great boom in population, the acceler­ 
ated industrial-scientific revolution, the 
emergence of countless newly inde­ 
pendent nations. 
Overlaying ail these fundamental 
changes has been the unrelieved ten­ 
sion enforced by the struggle between 
freedom and Communist tyranny.

at of the mills. 
In terms of dollars it’s the prob­ 
lem of slipping sales and profits 
of the companies, of their sup­ 
pliers. of those who sell to or 
serve the steel workers. 
In the field of governments it s 
the problem of jobless and other 
social benefits, and lower tax re­ 
ceipts. 
In the broader scene the trou­ 
bles in steel tinge the outlook of | 
the whole economy, since so much 
depends on the health of this basic 
industry. 
The expectation at the start of j| 


j 1961 is for slowly rising 6teel out-J 
put but whether this will bring 
I immediate 
re-employment 
isn't 
certain. 
Profit Picture Dim 
The expected slow rise in steel 
output as 1961 continues—much of 
the increase doubtless in the lat­ 
ter part of the year — will still 
leave the profit picture in doubt. 
Wage scales have risen recently, 
squeezing profit margins further 
and offsetting at least in part the 
I rise in productivity. 
And the steel industry is still 
up against growing competition 
from other materials in several 
of its best m arkets, as well as 
the successful hunt of many steel 
users for ways to cut down on the 
amount of steel needed in their 
activities. 
The immediate problems that 
steel management and labor are I 
discussing today rise also from J 
two other things. First is the slow 
down in activity rn many of steel's j 
prime customers — appliances 
railroads, and to some extend in 
construction. Also, the big cus­ 
tomer, 
the 
auto I ndustry, uses 
less steel in its compact cars 
along with greater use of glass 
and aluminum. 
Second is the tendency of cus­ 
tomers 
to live off 
their

stocks through most of the last 
half of 1960. Inventories had been 
built up in a big splurge of steel 
buying early in the year, and then 
as often as not users found de- 'I 
rn and for their products slumping. 
As yet steel customers show 
little tendency to rebuild stocks. 
But most steel executives say that 
soon more users will have to stop 
living off inventories and at least 
order on a hand-to-mouth basis 
as many now do. 
Union and company representa­ 
tives meet today as the industry 
starts an 
expected climb back 
from a holiday week slump that 
saw output at its lowest for any 
nonstrike period in more than 9.0 
years. 
Thanks to the spun in the open­ 
ing months, the year as a who!' 
wasn't bad for the industry. It 
turned out 99.3 million tons, f ° 
highest production since 112.7 mil­ 
lion tons in 1957. 
But the slowdown since midyear 
has taken its toll both on profits 
and Jobs. And if the confab in

increase 
sales, hold down costs, make more 
Jobs and fatten steelworkers' in­ 
comes, the whole economy would 
be pleased, if slightly surprised.

NEW YORK (AP)—The horrify­ 
ing sight—and sound—of two huge 
airliners colliding over New York 
City was described Wednesday bv 
eyewitnesses. They said the im­ 
pact came with a rending roar and 
flames. The planes fell. 
Details of the disaster, worst in 
aviation history, were put before 
the Civil Aeronautics Board as .t 
opened an inquiry into the smash­ 
up 
that claimed 
136 lives—128 
aboard the planes and 8 on the 
ground. 
Paul Klelnau, a Staten Island 
florist, said he saw the doomed 
United Air Lines DC8 jet streak 
through an overcast sky Dec. 16 
and strike a Trans World Airlines 
Constellation with a “tremendous 
noise." 
While the Jet hurtled on toward 
Brooklyn, he said, the rear of the 
TWA craft, from the wings back 
fell off and crashed at once, but 
the front engine-wing portion cir­ 
cled twice weirdly before spiraling 
downward at Miller Field, Staten 
Island. 
“I can shut my eyes still and 
see 
those 
four 
engines 
going 
around and around to a circle,” 
Kleinau said. 
The Jet shot on IO miles to the 
northeast, crashing in a Brooklyn 
neighborhood. 
Some witnesses, including Klein­ 
au, said that when the two planes 
met, the Jet seemed to be ap ­ 
proaching from a slightly higher 
level, coming down into the side 
of the Constellation. 
“ He—the Jet—came down on top 
of it,” said H. K. Hansen, a re­ 
tired Staten Island sea captain. 
“In a couple of seconds he wa* 
gone.” He added that the Constel­ 
lation disintegrated with an explo­ 
sion and fire and fell In three 
parts. 
Both Hansen and another wit­ 
ness. Walter J. Warren, manager 
of a Staten Island lumberyard, es­ 
timated the altitude of the planes 
at about 2,000 feet when they 
came together. 
The Jet, headed for Idlewild Air­ 
port. was approaching from the 
southwest, Warren said, while the 
Constellation, headed for LaGuar- 
dia Fie’d, was flying in from the 
northwest.
